I was also going to be kind enough to show some al- 
ternatives as well so you could do your own research 
to see what works best for your situation. The plan 
was also to have the course be something I would 
frequently update when new information presented 
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itself, but that portion may have to be sacrificed. The 
best course of action, one that would still allow me 
to share this information with you, is to compile the 
information in these pages. 


Unfortunately this did cause a bit of a delay in this 
book's release, but what's important is that we over- 
come this hurdle. The main idea for this course was 
to show how one could run this kind of work for less 
than the cost of a daily coffee addiction, and requir- 
ing as little techincal know-how as possible. Dakota 
got his start as a teenager, barely halfway through his 
freshman year of high school. While a bit more savy to 
the technical side of things, his only source of income 
was from occasional bribes to babysit or whatever he 
could get around Christmas or his birthday. Keeping 
this in mind, understanding the struggle, is what mo- 
tivates many of his business decisions. 


But that is a story for a novel of its own.

While yes, there is 
certain legal litigation which could land all parties in 
some trouble, but this descision stands from a moral 
standpoint. 


I simply do not want to give bad advice. 


Each of these concepts are in fact a common goal 
for most creators. After all, who wouldn't want to 
walk away from their "regular job" and be able to just 
simply live a dream life? Despite what you may have 
been led to believe, this sort of lifestyle isn't as lib- 
erating as one may think. You still have to put in the 
work. All hours, every day, and often in the face of 
potential madness or hair loss (rendering one quite lit- 
erally Bald and Bonkers); you have to put in the work 
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to keep growing. Even if you decide to take some time 
off, still keep grinding. Make some new designs for 
your merch store. Look up sponsorship opportunities. 
Always keep going. 


Establishing an official business can be costly, but 
it is often a good idea to look into doing. This will help 
seperate your business from personal expense AND, 
especially if you're in the good ole' USA, save your 
personal funds in the event of a lawsuit. The exact 
process in doing so varies on where you live; so please 
practice due diligence. Yes, you might find services 
out there that offer help in establishing a business; 
and going through a highly recommended on can help 
avoid costly mistakes anyone could make from not 
knowing what they are doing. You might need to file 
licenses. You'll most likely have to pay some kind of 
taxes on any income stream you manage to build. 


If you are able to land monetization status, set up 
a Patreon (or some other equivalent), sponsorships, or 
build an online store; there's legal aspects to running 
those as well. Those companies have to run things 
differently depending on where the business is con- 
ducted. Payouts, especially at first, usually are not 
that great. But that is why you have to keep pushing 
yourself further and further. Some places may not 
even have option available for your area, but please 
do not let that discourage you. Opportunities await 
for everyone who puts in the work. If you are truly in 
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this pursuit for the right reasons, the challenges will 
not matter. Being lazy, expecting free handouts, ego, 
and a lack of kindness; however; will kill your efforts 
above all else. 


People will be cruel. Faceless loser online will try 
harassing you into feeling like how they feel every 
day. Those you expect to love and support you on 
whatever course you choose in life may end up being 
the painful hurdles. You may even have people, who 
clearly have nothing better to do with their lives, try 
to comb over every little thing you do to exploit one 
little mistake and make the effort to tear you down. 
Some pathetic individuals may even try to falisfy 
claims yowards you loved ones to tear apart your rela- 
tionships; something that is becoming even more dif- 
ficult of a battle due to the advancements in artificial 
intelligence! 


But stand strong. If you are doing things for the 
right reasons, lead with your heart, and take the right 
steps to make amends if you genuinely mess up along 
the way; you'll be okay. The right people will al- 
ways have your back AND won't be afraid to address 
their concerns if they feel you are coming off course 
with your goals. Personally I will always hold more 
love and respect for people who aren't afraid to call 
me out than the MANY MANY MANY weak-minded 
people who rather gossip and complain like miserable 
schoolgirls.
